A California State University Sacra- 
mento alumnus has suggested to ad- 
ministrators the need to form a com- 
munity, police and university task force 
for increasing safety and improving 
parking congestion at large crowded 
sporting events. 

Mike Jaime, who earned his bache- 
lor’s in social welfare in 1975 and mas- 
ter’s in public policy in 1980, admits 
that overall violent incidents are low in 
proportion to the number of attendees 
but says even one serious incident at an 
event is one too many. 

According to university officials, the 
process for setting special event poli- 
cies involves input from several campus 
organizations, including Space Man- 
agement, Athletics, the CSUS Founda- 
tion and University Police. After large 
events Public Safety then conducts an 
event analysis. 

While attending the Causeway Clas- 
sic with his son, Jaime witnessed the 
fight and arrest of Gustavo Chavez and 
Miguel Chavez just a few rows in front 
of him in the stands. 

Jaime brought his concerns to the 
attention of Linda Canfield Scott, alum- 
ni relations director of membership de- 
velopment, early last week. 

“Our graduates are important to us 
and Mr. Jaime’s concerns are not falling 
on deaf ears,” said Scott.

IFC president recall effort fails

Three weeks after the motion to im- 
peach the Interfraternity Council presi- 
dent was passed, John Jaquish won the 
right Wednesday to keep his post when 
a motion to recall him failed. 

The 11 fraternity delegates voted 4 to 
7 to leave Jaquish in office until his term 
ends in November. 

The IFC dedicated the entire meeting 
to discussing the recall motion and Lou 


Camera, director of student activities, 
assisted as parliamentarian. The meet- 
ing venue was moved from its regular 
roundtable setting in the University 
Union Capitol Room to the Redwood 
Room for the debate which was held in 
front of a crowd of approximately 60 
people. 

Dave Murillo, a Sigma Chi member 
and former IFC chief justice, led the re- 
call effort saying Jaquish violated the 
IFC code of ethics for a president. 

Murillo accused Jaquish of making

false and misleading statements to per- 
spective Greeks during rush and said 
Jaquish had a complete disregard for his 
IFC duties. 

‘This is about an individual who was 
sworn to uphold the constitution and I ask 
of you as delegates — will you accept 
this kind of poor leadership?” Murillo 
asked. 

Specifically, Murillo complained that 
Jaquish didn’t set concrete goals for IFC 
this year and spoke derisively of sever- 
al fraternities to perspective recruits at 
new student orientations. 

In response, Chris Missick, IFC vice 
president of public affairs and ASI di- 
rector of College of Social Sciences and 
Interdisciplinary Studies, read two let- 
ters praising the IFC under Jaquish’s 
leadership. 

He also asked panel members to con- 
sider this attempted recall motion care- 
fully, as the outcome would forever 
change how IFC works and is perceived. 

Jaquish, a member of Sigma Phi Ep- 
silon and IFC president for two years, 
spoke last. 

He defended himself point by point 
on the articles of the IFC constitution 
brought into question and on every com- 
ment or accusation made by participants 
throughout the evening. 

Eight out of 12 votes were needed to 
fulfill the two-thirds required for recall 
but after the secret ballots were counted, 
only four voted in favor. 


“Effie and Geoff will remain on the board and 
that is all the student representation that ASI will 
have,” said Shirley Uplinger, vice president for stu- 


Gerth has requested more nominations to 
choose from, but South, the only nominee denied 


a seat, insists the decision is personal because of 
South’s strong stands on campus issues.

Faced with homicide charges 
as a result of the death of Steven 
Lucas Fowler who was injured 
at the Causeway Classic, 28- 
year old Edward James Mar- 
tinez of Woodland, turned him- 
self in to Sacramento Police on 
Friday. 

Martinez was booked into 
Sacramento County Jail at 2:10 
p.m. on Oct. 1 and is being held 
on one count of homicide in the 
death of 21-year old Fowler. 

According to police, Fowler 
came to the aid of a woman he 
saw getting punched or shoved 
during a scuffle in the parking 
lot at half time of the Sept. 18 
Causeway Classic football 
game. 

Martinez allegedly punched 


to be transported to UC Davis 
Medical Center via ambulance. 

He was released one week 
later after being treated for se- 
vere head injuries. 

During his recovery at his 
family’s home in Healdsburg, 
Fowler suffered a relapse and 
was admitted to Sutter Medical 
Center of Santa Rosa where he 
died at 8:05 p.m. on Sept. 28. 

Tips to CRIME ALERT 
helped investigators identify the 
group of people fighting as well 
as identify Edward Martinez as 
the male who caused the injuries 
to Fowler.

Anammended version of the legis- 
lation passed by a 6-4 vote after the 
portion of the legislation was stricken 


which stipulates the authority of ap- 
pointments move from the president to 
the board. 

Jean Tot, ASI parliamentarian and 
Jason Bryant, ASI executive vice pres- 
ident, made the amendment because 
the original proposal was in violation of 
ASI operating rules.

The unrelated death of Steven 
Fowler, who was involved in a separate 
incident in the parking lot during the 
same game, added to Jaime’s commu- 
nity involvement plan.

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Race: A laughing matter? | Bence replaces gardens

Aaron McGruder, creator of the controversial 
comic strip “The Boondocks,” will be coming to 
California State University Sacramento to speak 
about race relations, his comic strip and give a 
demonstration of some of his drawings Oct. 7 at 
the Union Ballroom. His presentation, “What's the 
Color of Funny?” deals with race relations and 
ethnicity that is the basis of his work. 

“His strip is the hottest moving strip in the 
country,” said Dean Sorensen, program advisor 
for student activities, who arranged for McGrud- 
er to come to CSUS. “As a country, we are 
wrestling with race relations. I think it’s worth 
talking about.” 

The comic centers on a black family from South 
Chicago that has moved into a white suburb. The 
main characters consist of Huey Freeman, his 
younger brother Riley, and their grandfather who 
face racial conflict while trying to find their place 
in. a white society. 

The star of the strip is Huey, named after Huey 
P. Newton, co-founder of the Black Panther Par- 
ty in the ’60s. Huey is an elementary schoolboy 
who is intellectually beyond his years and chal- 


Privacy has a ‘hole’ new name

Illicit activities in the third floor men’s room of 
Mendocino Hall appear to no longer be a problem 
this semester thanks to a new stall wall construc- 
tion design. However, it appears that illicit activ- 
ities are now occurring in the second floor men’s 
room. 

The latest reported incident of unusual activi- 
ty occurred on the evening of Sept. 9 in the sec- 
ond floor bathroom, where two male subjects 
were seen entering the same stall. No suspects 
were questioned but a report was taken. 

Since these activities are a misdemeanor of- 
fense, the police have to see the crime occur in or- 
der to arrest or cite any suspects, said John Ham- 
rick of the University Police. If suspects are 
detained and questioned by the police, then a re- 
port is filed with the District Attorney’s office. If 
a warrant is issued, then the University Police 
follow through with any arrests. 

‘Police routinely patrol the bathrooms in an at- 
tempt to deter men looking for sex. The police

“The Boondocks” official Web site, McGruder 
posts his hate mail for all to read under the daily 
funny section. Letters have been posted from all 


have been aware of the situation for years, and sug- 
gest that students use another bathroom and report 
any unusual circumstances to the police. 

Some students still feel comfortable using the 
bathroom regardless of the activities. 

“T feel safe, I don’t have a problem,” said stu- 
dent Ryan Hardin. “If anything happens, I’ Il just 
notify (the police.)” 

The reason for the decrease in activity on the 
third floor appears to be the replacement of the 
original plastic walls with a heavier-duty materi- 
al. The walls were replaced with steel recently 
because of extensive holes in the original walls, 
said Howard Harris, associate vice president of Fa- 
cilities Management. The plastic walls are still 
in place in the second floor men’s room, where 
three holes currently exist, one as large as two 
inches in diameter, which was reported on the 
morning of Sept. 9. 

There are currently no plans to replace all of the 
stall walls in Mendocino Hall men’s rooms with 
steel ones. 

“If problems arise in other areas, I assume 
we’ Il repair them as well” said Harris. 
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races and genders. 

McGruder graduated from the University of 
Maryland with a degree in African American stud- 
ies with a concentration in social and cultural 
Analysis. 

According to his Web site, “The Boondocks” 
has become his life’s mission. 

“The Boondocks” first printing was in Febru- 
ary 1996 at The Hitlist Web site at 
www.hitlist.com. On Dec. 3, the strip began its first 
run but was pulled after only two months. 

Success came in April of this year when Mc- 
Gruder joined the United Press Syndicate. UPS 
distributes “The Boondocks” nationwide and 160 
newspapers have picked up the strip, making it the 
largest comic debut since “Doonesbury” in the 
1970s. 

McGruder hints that a Boondocks TV show is 
being planned and Boondocks gear may be avail- 
able soon as well. 

Sorensen’s advice for those wishing to attend 
the lecture?

Ethical Apathy 101: doing the 
right thing or the popular thing

Some would tell us is better to be pop- 
ular than to be right. Take, for instance, the 
doe-eyed Matt Lauer on the “Today 
Show” this past week. 

One of the guests was a sheriff from 
Florida who has recently come under 
criticism, threats, and lawsuits because 
of information he posted on the Depart- 
ment’s Web site. 

The content was not pornographic, 
obscene, or violent. No, in the eyes of 
the Lauer and the self-anointed elites in 
the American Civil Liberties Union, it 
was something much worse: religious. 

On the Web site, the sheriff has post- 
ed reasons he sees for the general moral 
decline in America, and has included in 
the list the moral beliefs that militant fem- 
inist and homosexual movements are in- 
herently harmful to America.

The problem was that the sheriff was 
advocating views that have been deemed 
unpopular-end of story.

ularity. 

This begs the question: how much 
longer is it going to take the American 
people (that’s you and me) to realize that 
right is right, regardless of whether one 
person or one hundred million people 
agree? 

Sometimes it seems folks are content 
to just go with the flow, not cause a stink, 
and let the anointed elite in our culture, ac-

That attitude is fatal to a free society, 
and will surely spell the end of ours if 
we continue upon this course. 

It would be wise to ask ourselves the 
question: is it more important for politi- 
cians to do the right thing or the popular 
thing? 

I wonder how long our freedom will 
last as a nation when we lose the moral 
basis from which it came. As the elite at- 
tack character and decency throughout 
our country, the moral government that is 
established to protect liberty will crumble. 

See, when you encourage people to in- 
dulge to their basic passions, have no dis- 
cipline, have no self-control, and to ac- 
knowledge no ultimate truth, you can 
enslave them by manipulating those pas- 
sions and-ideas. 

Abraham Lincoln once speculated 
that America was too great for anything 
external like a war or foreign leader to 
bring it down; only something internal 
could have that effect. “Something inter- 
nal” could be lies, apathy, or lack of char- 
acter. 

As former Ambassador to the United 
Nations Alan Keyes said, “force is not 
the only way to bring a country down 
and defraud a people of its liberty. 

“Lies also undermine the franchise, 
and destroy true choice.” I think it is clear 
that if we accept the principles that en- 
slave, true slavery will not be too long in 
following.

-' In the minds of the average music 
listener, the world of a DJ begins and 
ends with pushing the start button on a 
CD player or placing the needle on 
the record, right? 

Don’t tell that to DJ Shadow. 

World-renowned DJ Shadow (a.k.a. 
Josh Davis) has turned the world of 
the disc jockey into an art form that 
has been unmatched in the arena of 
scratching and sampling. 

DJ Shadow mixes his way back to 
his old stomping grounds as he plays 
a one-night stint at Bojangle’s Saturday 
night. 

The 26-year-old Shadow made a 
name for himself in the underground 
world of hip-hop while residing in 
Davis during his college years.

in voltages ranging from 10,000 to 
400,000. The higher voltages give off a 
more intimidating spark and are de- 
signed to penetrate heavier clothing. 

Although the electrical charge will 
not render an assailant unconscious, 
Monty Arpad of DWS said it is sufficient 
to “mess up his nervous system.” The 
manufacturer indicates the following re- 
actions: a half-second will startle as- 
sailants, giving some pain, muscle con- 
traction, and shock; 1-2 seconds will 
cause muscle spasms and a dazed men- 
tal state; 3-5 seconds will cause loss of 
balance and muscle control, total men- 
tal confusion, and disorientation, leaving 
him dazed.” 

Both Arpad and Smith recommend 
pepper spray, since it can be used from 
a greater distance than a stun gun, which 
necessitates physical contact with the 
gun’s electrodes. 

Smith said, ‘I don’t like the idea of 
having to get that 
close.” She also rec- 
ommends pepper 
spray over Mace.

The vastness of outer space is brought 
into focus for astronomy students with 
the help of a little-known observing fa- 
cility located on the roof of Amador 
Hall. 

From the observatory students can 


see as far as Jupiter, which is about 390 
million miles from the earth. Every 12 
years, Jupiter completes its journey 
around the sun. 

A continual atmospheric storm that 
many know as the Great Red Spot marks 
an otherwise perfectly flame-striped orb. 

The centerpiece of the observatory is 
a 14-inch Schimdt-Cassegrain instru- 
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The observatory is located atop Amador Hall on the west side of 
campus.

The observatory also houses an 8-inch 
Newtonian reflector and a 4-inch re- 
fractor, according to Dr. Randy Phelps, 
astronomy professor. 

Taking pictures of celestial bodies — 
astrophotography — is also possible by 
using special mounting attachments. 

Printing and developing photographs 
can be done in the darkroom facilities in 
the Department of Physics and Astron- 
omy. 


an electronic camera that no one has 
had the opportunity to use yet,” said 
Phelps. 

Despite the department’s new tech- 
nology, the view of Jupiter and other 
outdoor wonders is endangered by the 
expanding city lights of Sacramento. 

“The lights of Sacramento and the 
surrounding areas have quite a large im- 
pact on what you can see. Students are 
limited to some of the brighter objects in 
the sky. It doesn’t help that Amador Hall 
is right beside the parking garage,” 
Phelps said. | 

Competing city lights have sent stu- 
dents to an off-campus observation cener 
located near Latrobe Road, off High- 
way 50, about 20 miles east of Sacra- 
mento, according to Phelps. 

Two stargazing events, which will be 
open to the public, are slated for this fall 
at the Amador Hall observatory. One 
will be held in October and another in 
November. So far the dates are not wnt- 
ten in the stars.

After their best week in nearly two 
years, the Hornet squad fell to Saint 
Mary’s 3-0 Friday, in what head coach 
Mike Linenberger called the worst per- 
formance of the 1999 campaign. 

The team’s performance did not sur- 
prise Linenberger, who believes his 
youthful squad let their first taste of suc- 
cess go to their heads. 

“Some of our young players thought 
we had arrived,” Linenberger said. 
‘They thought we would just walk on 
the field and win. 

“We really showed our youth and 
inexperience on Friday.” | 

Before the disappointment came on 
Friday, the Hornets were riding a high 
that they had not felt in years. 

Their two wins and tough loss to 
No. 2 Santa Clara was capped off by 
sophomore forward Sean Luigs being 
named the Mountain Pacific Sports Fed- 
eration’s Men’s Soccer Player of the 
Week on Sept. 28. 


A Stockton native, Luigs led the Hor- 
nets with his four-shot, two-goal per- 
formance in the Santa Clara Classic 
which led to his all-tournament team 
selection and the player of the week 
honor. 

He seemed humbled by the award 
and said that while he was pleased with 


_ it, he was much more pleased with the 


team’s play. 

“‘T think that we’re finally coming 
together as a team,” Luigs said. “It took 
a little while because of all the new 
guys, but we are definitely getting bet- 
ter and it shows.” 

Luigs is one of 14 new players 
brought in this season in order to re- 
build the team. Last year, he played at 
Delta Junior College, where he was the 
starting forward and selected as a second 
team junior college All-American and 
first team All-Bay Conference after lead- 
ing the league in scoring and points.

Milanese shuts down the competition

Four games, four wins, three shutouts and only 
one goal scored. . 

Senior goalkeeper Kristy Milanese had the best 
week of her two-year Sac State career and led her 
team to their current four-game win streak—their first 
since 1997, ei 

With the three no-no’s of last week, Milanese’s 
season total increases to four and brings her career to- 
tal to nine. 

“*A shutout is awesome,’ Milanese said. “It makes 


teams realize that they can’t score on our defense and — 


they get scared by it.” 

Although she’s the goalkeeper, Milanese does 
not take full credit for the shutouts. 

“{ have total confidence in my defense,” she said. 
“They deserve so much credit.” 

Having confidence in each other is a key to the 
Hornets success this season. The team’s record is 
6-3. 

“The forwards can push ahead for scores with 
confidence,” she said. ““They don’t have to worry 
about the defense and they can concentrate on scor- 
ing, which is what you want.” 

Senior Jessica Mackiewicz appreciates having a 
goalkeeper with Milanese’s ability behind her. 

“We have confidence in her back there,” Mack- 


_ jewicz said. “We know that she’Il do what she needs 


to do in order to Keep the ball out of the net.” 

Coach Sandra Asimos also believes that the team 
is fortunate to have a quality goalkeeper in the back. 

“She is very competitive and is a high-intensity 
player,” Asimos said. “With her experience and 
skills, she makes our defense very strong.” 

The team will need to keep that trust in each oth- 
er in order to achieve their team goal of making the 
playoffs and winning the Big Sky Conference. 

““We want a ring this year,” Milanese said. “That’s 
our long term goal, to win conference.” 

Milanese also has some goals of her own that 
she plans on accomplishing before her season and ca- 
reer at Sac State ends. 

Last season, she tied the school record for shutouts 
with five. She has recorded four this season so far 
with eight games to play. 


While it would only take'two more shutouts to 
break the school mark for a single season, Milanese 
wants three more so she can also walk away from Sac 
State with the career record. 

If she can reach seven shutouts this season, she 
would break that mark with only two years of her ca- 
reer played as a Hornet. 

Before coming to Sac State, Milanese played 
two years at Ohlone junior college in Fremont, where 
she was a two-time All-Coast Conference selection 
and was named the MVP of the state championship 
game in 1997, 

But during this last offseason, Milanese had a 
different goal. She only wanted to be able to play this 
season. 

She suffered a knee injury last season and con- 
tinued to play through the pain, delaying her surgery 
until the offseason. 

At the end of April, she had her PCL/ACL shrink- 
age surgery done and began the road of rehabilitation. 

“T wasn’t sure if I was going to play at the be- 
ginning of the season,” Milanese said. “The odds 
were about 50/50, so I just worked really hard and I’m 
pleased with where I’m at right now.” 

Although she spent everyday at the gym and re- 
hab workouts, Milanese was not reaching her ex- 
pectation of being back by July. As soon as she re- 
alized she was behind, she hit the gym twice a day 
and came to practice ready to go. 

“I busted out during double days,” she said. 
“That’s when I showed what I could do. I paid the 
price a little bit (with pain), but I’m glad it worked 
out so I can play in my senior year.” 

Milanese gives her teammates credit for keeping 
her spirits up during her rehabilitation. 

“Tt was frustrating early,” she said. “My speed was 
low and there were balls I was getting to last year that 
I couldn’t get to.” 

Her teammates were right there with words of en- 
couragement. 

“They would just say, ‘Come on Bubba you’re 
going to get it, you’re going to make it, just keep 
pushing for it.’”’ 

And Bubba, Milanese’s nickname since the fourth 
grade, has responded with four shutouts in nine 
games this season.

Study Smarter 
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Smart Classes link 
student teachers with 
area school children

The College of Education is rising 
to meet the changing needs of educa- 
tors in California with the creation and 
use of Smart Classrooms at California 
State University Sacramento and se- 
lected elementary schools in the sur- 
rounding communities. 

When the California legislature man- 
dated that all teacher training institutions 
model technology integration into their 
methodology courses by the year 2000, 
CSUS rose to the occasion and created 
a unique approach. 

Smart Classrooms set-up on the cam- 
pus are designed to mirror classrooms set 
up in elementary schools where student 
teachers are placed. Students first learn 
teaching techniques utilizing the tech- 
nology in their classes at CSUS, then 
use those techniques at student teach- 
ing sites, said Betsy Kean, College of 
Education faculty advisor. 

A “Smart Classroom” is simply a 
classroom set up with a teacher work- 
station, using a Power Macintosh com- 
puter equipped with projection equip- 
ment, and approximately six student 
workstations. In such a classroom, in- 
structors can demonstrate different points 
and uses of technology during the class 
and students can immediately put the 
techniques to use. Funding for the pro- 
gram has come from private corporate 
grants, including Apple Computers, MCI 
and Sprint. 

“Students don’t have to hear about 
something in the classroom during lec- 


ture, then go elsewhere to try the tech- 
nique,” said Marco Martinez, informa- 
tion computer technical assistant. “Tt’s an 
additional resource to professors.” 

One of the participating elementary 
schools is Kennedy Elementary in Sacra- 
mento. A grant from Apple Computers, 
in partnership with CSUS and Kennedy 
Elementary School, allowed the school 
to implement a curriculum project for 
use by their fourth grade classes. 

There, teachers use the Smart Class- 
rooms technology in teaching California 
history. Students are able to use the com- 
puter technology to enhance their stud- 
ies and projects. 

One specific project Kean discussed 
involves fourth grade students learning 
first hand about the Sacramento Gold 
Rush era. Students take a digital camera 
with them to document an overnight liv- 
ing experience at Sutter’s Fort. Then, 
they use the images they capture as part 
of the learning project. 

Other ways students use the Smart 
Classroom technology at Kennedy are by 
using graphing software to plot their 
own progress in math scores and a proj- 
ect called “All About Me” where stu- 
dents are introduced to computers and to 
each other. 

The CSUS College of Education is 
one of California’s largest resources of 
credentialed elementary and secondary 
schoolteachers, according to the Cali- 
fornia Department of Education. It has 
also become a pioneer in the use of tech- 
nology to enhance teaching methods in 
primary schools.

The non-profit College Board, ad- 
ministrator of the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test, is tackling its first for-profit sub- 
sidiary ever—creating a commercial 
Web site in an effort to stay competitive 
with the growing multitude of online 
commercial SAT-prep courses. 

The new www.collegeboard.com 
web site caters to the concerns of par- 
ents and students during the nerve- 
wracking college search. It offers prac- 
tice test software, college and financial 
aid applications, “peer connection” chat 
rooms and low-cost tutoring — as well 
as advertisements. 


The testing organization, however, 
maintains that it is not compromising its 
commitment to educational values by 
undertaking such a business venture. 

All profits from the advertisements 
on the web site will go towards the pro- 
duction of the SAT and other tests, said 
College Board Spokesman Fred 
Moreno. 

The College Board never sees any of 
the money, he said. 

“The main focus behind it is to de- 
velop new ways to connect students to 
college,’ Moreno said. 

But College Board’s online com- 
petitors disagree. 

“Now that they are getting money, 
they are abandoning their core princi- 
ples,” said Sharon Miller, vice presi- 
dent of the Kaplan Educational Cen- 
ter.

Kaplan also has a for-profit Web 
site offering six-week online courses 
to help students prepare for the tests. 

Miller said she believes Kaplan has 
a better claim than the College Board to 
help prepare students for college. 

“The College Board’s expertise is in 
creating tests, not preparing people for 
tests,” she said. 

But the College Board asserts that as 
the maker of the SAT, they can offer 
more beneficial study material for stu- 
dents. 

‘“‘We’re the experts, so we’re just 
going to try to do it better than anyone. 
We have a set of educational values 
that others do not have,” Moreno said. 

The College Board is free for stu- 
dents — the Web site receives its budg- 
et from the advertisers while the Kaplan 
site charges students directly for its

services. 

University of Virginia Dean of Ad- 
missions John A. Blackburn said SAT 
prep courses can sometimes have a pos- 
itive effect, but do not guarantee suc- 
cess. 

Blackburn also said he does not rec- 
ommend online preparation because 
online tests do not simulate the type of 
environment in which a student even- 
tually will take the test. He said stu- 
dents should actually sit down with a 
pen and paper to prepare for the SAT. 

Ultimately, practice tests and cours- 
es alone will not help students to re- 
ceive good scores, Blackburn said. 

“When students study hard 
[throughout high school] and do good 
in math and English then they will do 
good on the SAT,” he said.

California State University Sacra- 
mento and Oakland Children’s Hospital 
have joined forces to create a therapy 
site at CSUS for children with cochlear 
implants, a speech and hearing professor 
said Wednesday 

Located in the Maryjane Rees Lan- 
guage Speech and Hearing Center, the 
site is currently helping six children to 
hear, some for the first time in their lives. 
The program has been in operation since 
February. 

Carole Mayer, professor of speech 
pathology and audiology, said CSUS 
landed the opportunity when Adeline 
McClatchy, an OCH administrator, ap- 
proached Mayer about establishing the 
program. 

OCH wanted to provide a facility in 
the Sacramento area so families did not 
have to commute to Oakland for thera- 
Py: 

“It’s a special opportunity for a col- 
legial arrangement between a university 
and a hospital,” said Mayer. 

CSUS administration was supportive 
of the idea and gave approval within a 
few weeks of receiving the proposal. 

Cochlear implants are hearing de- 
vices surgically implanted behind the 
ear of a hearing-impaired patient. They 
transmit sound waves from the device’s 
microphone down a coil that leads into 
the ear. The sound waves first stimulate 
electrodes on the coil, which inturn stim- 
ulate nerves fibers in the ear. The im- 
pulsesare then sent to the brain for in- 
terpretation. 

Currently, MaryKay Therris, a 
cochlear implant professional from OCH 
comes to CSUS once a week to provide

the therapy. She works individually with 
children in one-hour sessions, helping 
them to proounce words and distinguish 
sounds. Learning to use the implant gen- 
erally takes two to three years, depend- 
ing on the patient. 

Therris’ services will end in Decem- 
ber when the CSUS speech and audio 
graduate students, who are required to 
learn OCH therapy techniques, will take 
over the program. The students are ob- 
serving Therris providing therapy and 
can ask her questions about procedures. 

“It’s a very unique opportunity for 
students to be able to observe special 
therapy being provided by a profession 
at their site,” Therris said.

CSUS joins innovative hearing program 


Participants feel that overall the pro- 
gram benefits other hearing therapists 
and professionals in the area because 
they can come to CSUS and observe the 
implant therapy techniques. 

Mayer said it is a win-win situation 
for everyone. - the families, don’t have 
to go to Oakland and CSUS students are 
getting valuable exposure to auditory 
therapy techniques. Best of all, the pro- 
gram is not costing CSUS anything ex- 
tra other than the use of one room in the 
speech center, according to Mayer. 

The therapist explained this program 
is not for any hearing impaired patient, 
however. The children in the cochlear 
program have serious or greater hear- 


ing loss. 

Patients with cochlear implants can 
not use hearing aids because a hearing aid 
only amplifies sound. Cochlear implants 
patients either have little or no hearing 
fibers to interpret the sound, or the fibers 
have been damaged beyon usefullness. 

Mayer said she thinks the program 
will grow as the word gets out to the 
public. While the surgeries will still oc- 
cur in Oakland, new patients from the 
Sacramento area will be referred to the 
CSUS center site for therapy. 

Mayer and the CSUS speech and au- 
ditory graduate students say they will 
be looking forward to helping the chil-
